QUESTIONS  FROM  READERS 

In  your  opinion,  how  many  1854,  1855, 
1.856,  and  1857  quarters  exist  in  Proof  con¬ 
dition?  1857  dimes  in  Proof?  I  have  been 
looking  for  these  coins  for  several  years, 
without  success. 

We  will  try  to  answer  your  question  by 
giving  our  estimates  of  the  number  of  1854 
to  1857  Proof  coins  extant  in  denominations 
from  the  half  cent  to  the  silver  dollar.  Our 
estimates  are  based  on  the  number  that  have 
passed  through  our  hands,  those  that  have 
appeared  in  various  past  auction  sales,  the 
number  offered  for  sale  and  knowledge  of 
pieces  in  museums  and  private  collections. 
Naturally,  any  figures  given  are  only  esti¬ 
mates  of  the  numbers  known.  Extensive  in¬ 
formation  concerning  the  rarity  of  Proof 
coins  before  1858  will  be  made  available  in 
monograph  form  within  a  year  or  two.  The 
estimates  given  below  are  part  of  the  manu¬ 
script  and  are  subject  to  revision  as  new  ma¬ 
terial  becomes  available.  The  year  1858,  the 
first  year  of  regular  Proof  coin  issuance  to 
collectors,  has  been  included  for  reference.

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Silver  Pi  oof  coins  of  1857  arc  quite  scarce 
in  denominations  up  to  the  dollar.  They 
appear  less  frequently  than  Proofs  of  1856, 
the  year  before. 

Proof  silver  three-cent  pieces  before  1858 
are  seldom  seen.  This  seems  to  be  the  rarest 
denomination  of  the  early  Proofs.  Generally 
speaking,  all  pre-1858  coins  in  Proof  condi¬ 
tion  are  of  extreme  rarity.  We  know  of  only 
two  Proof  1854  dollars  changing  hands  since 
1954.  A  collector  of  early  Proof  coins  once 
told  us,  "When  one  of  these  items  is  offered, 
it  is  not  the  price  that  matters,  it  is  the 
opportunity  to  acquire  the  coin."  We  won't 
disagree. 

Why  is  the  1934-S  Peace  dollar  so  diffi¬ 
cult  to  find?  It  doesn't  appear  to  be  any 
rarer  than  many  other  Peace  dollars  after 
1925,  if  mintages  arc  any  indication. 

Due  to  a  large  supply  of  silver  dollars 
and  a  small  demand  for  their  use  the  govern¬ 
ment  has  not  released  quantities  of  some 
issues.  All  of  the  1934-S  dollars  coined  are 
still  in  existence.  None  have  been  melted  or 
recalled.  The  1934-S  dollar  is  scarce  at 
present  as  the  bulk  of  the  issue  rmains  in 
govrenment  vaults.  When  they  are  released 
in  quantity  they  will  be  easily  obtainable. 
An  analogy  may  be  drawn  to  the  1925 
Peace  dollars.  For  a  number  of  years  this 
date  was  scarce.  Prices  of  $10  00  each 
were  not  unheard  of.  The  1 92  5’s  were 
released  in  quantity  about  two  years  ago. 
A  recent  issue  of  the  "Numismatic  Scrap¬ 
book  Magazine”  shows  several  offerings 
around  $1.50  per  coin. 

The  main  disadvantage  to  numismatists 
of  the  government's  policy  of  storing  silver 
dollars  (begun  in  1878  as  a  result  of  the 
Bland-AIlison  Act)  has  been  an  instability 
of  silver  dollar  prices  for  the  dates  1878  to 
1935.  Most  of  the  CC  Mint  Morgan  dollars 
are  selling  at  small  fractions  of  their  prices 
in  1945.  This  government  hoarding  has  one 
compensating  advantage  which  must  not  be 
overlooked.  A  collector  may  obtain  a  nearly 
complete  set  of  dollars  1878  to  1935  in 
Uncirculated  condition  for  a  small  premium 
over  face  value. 

One  of  the  most  intriguing  numismatic 
questions  today  is  a  result  of  the  govern¬ 
ment's  silver  dollar  policy.  Are  the  12,000 
regular  issue  1895  dollars  still  in  existence'1 
If  so,  when  will  they  be  released? 


What  United  States  coin  do  you  consider 
to  be  the  rarest  ?  The  most  valuable  ? 

"What  United  States  coin  is  the  rarest?" 
cannot  be  answered.  The  1873-CC  dime 
without  arrows  and  the  1870-S  three-dollar 
gold  piece  are  of  equal  rarity — both  unique. 
There  are  a  few  other  unique  U.  S.  coins, 
including  a  number  of  patterns.  Some  are  so

FUGIO  CENTS 


The  Fugio  cents  of  1787  enjoy  the  uni¬ 
que  status  of  being  the  only  official  United 
States  coin  before  1792.  These  interesting 
pieces  were  struck  under  the  supervision  of 
James  Jarvis  who  was  awarded  the  govern¬ 
ment  coinage  contract.  Fugio  cents,  as  n 
series  with  official  U.  S.  approval,  stand 
apart  from  the  state  and  private  issues  of 
the  times.  Some  collectors  consider  the 
Fugios  as  a  prelude  to  the  regular  LI.  S. 
Mint  issues.  Indeed,  many  auction  catalogs 
at  the  turn  of  the  century  began  their  list¬ 
ing  of  U.  S.  cents  with  the  Fugios  followed 
by  large  cents.  The  desirability  of  the 
Fugio  cents  is  enhanced  when  they  are  con¬ 
sidered  in  this  light.

CIVIL  WAR  CENTS 

Civil  War  cents  were  issued  from  1861  to  1864  to  provide  a 
medium  of  exchange  during  the  war  between  the  states.  Most  of 
the  regular  United  States  coins  were  withdrawn  from  circulation 
by  hoarders.  As  a  result  the  Civil  War  "cents"  circulated  widely. 

Civil  War  "cents"  are  divided  into  two  main  groups:  (1)  those 
bearing  timely  inscriptions  of  a  political  nature.  UNION  FOR¬ 
EVER,  ARMY  AND  NAVY,  UNITED  WE  STAND,  and  OUR 
COUNTRY'  are  examples.  There  are  many  fascinating  types  and 
varieties  of  these  issues.  (2)  those  issued  by  private  interests; 
store  cards.  Store  cards  were  issued  by  practically  every  trade  and 
profession  imaginable.  This  second  type  is  of  special  interest  due 
to  the  wide  variety  of  designs  and  inscriptions  available. 

Civil  War  "cents"  are  known  from  twenty-two  different  states; 
mainly  in  the  Northeast.  This  series  of  coins  may  be  collected  in 
several  different  ways.  Some  collectors  prefer  to  collect  one  speci¬ 
men  of  each  and  every  variety,  usually  by  Hetrich-Guttag  numbers. 
Others  prefer  to  collect  one  of  each  major  type.  Interesting  collec¬ 
tions  may  be  made  of  those  bearing  Indian  heads,  heads  ot  George 
Washington,  or’cents"  of  a  particular  design.  Still  others  prefer 
to  collect  issue*  of  one  particular  state.  Collections  of  Indiana, 
Michigan,  New  Y'ork,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania  cents  each  offer 
several  hundred  or  more  varieties.

The  first  thorough  listing  of  Fugio  cents  by  die  varieties  is  Variecies  of  the  Fugio  Cent 
by  Eric  P.  Newman  in  the  July-August  1952  Coin  Collector’s  Journal.  This  excellent 
work  gives  background  information  concerning  the  Fugio  cents  plus  a  listing  of  known 
varieties  by  obverses  (represented  by  numbers)  and  reverses  (by  letters).  No  scale  or 
listing  of  rarity  is  included. 

The  listing  below  will  bring  this  reference  more  nearly  up-to-date.  Collectors,  using 
the  information  here  given,  should  annotate  their  copies  of  the  original  Newman  refer¬ 
ence.  The  rarity  scale  used  is  the  familiar  eight  point  scale  first  proposed  by  Dr.  William

17-WW  New  reverse:  Similar  to  reverse  W,  except  the  O  in  ONE  is  almost  open 
at  the  base;  the  R  has  a  corner  directly  under  and  nearly  touching  the  lower 
right  corner  of  the  W  in  WE.  The  R  is  defective  at  its  bottom,  perhaps  from 
alteration  from  a  B,  although  this  is  not  certain.  The  serif  of  W  touches  the 
band  between  ES.  This  reverse  also  shows  similarity  to  reverse  T,  but 
differs  from  it  in  the  last  named  feature.  The  obverse  die  shows  a  heavy 
rim  crack  between  FU  of  FUGIO  and  the  sundial.  Probably  unique. 

I8-X  A  new  muling  of  a  previously  known  obv.  and  rev.  Unique. 
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19- SS  New  reverse:  Similar  to  S,  except  in  this  reverse  the  tops  of  WE  are  even 

(in  S,  the  top  of  W  is  above  the  top  of  E) ;  the  left  top  of  W  barely  touches 
the  band;  the  A  in  ARE  leans  slightly  to  the  right;  the  middle  crosspiece  of 
F.  in  WE  is  almost  level  (as  opposed  to  a  downward  slant  in  reverse  S) ; 
star  in  band  above  right  half  of  W  (in  S  it  is  at  the  middle  of  the  W). 
Die  defects  are  apparent  in  the  ninth  and  thirteenth  links.  Two  or  three 
specimens  known. 

20- R  A  new  rnuling  of  previously  known  dies.  Apparently  unique. 


22-M  New  obverse:  The  center  of  the  ornament  is  about  over  the  I  of  BUSI¬ 
NESS  and  nearly  touches  the  D  of  MIND.  The  last  three  letters  of  YOUR 
are  higher  than  the  first.  UR  seems  to  be  joined  at  the  top.  In  BUSINESS 
the  serifs  of  IN  tilt  to  the  left.  The  three  letters  INE  ascend  to  the  right. 
The  final  S  nearly  touches  the  R  and  is  directly  beneath  it.  A  die  break  is 
apparent  in  the  rays  to  the  left  side.  Three  specimens  known,  two  in  col¬ 
lectors'  hands,  one  in  A.  N.  S

Varieties  101  and  103  with  reverses  AA.  BB  and  EE  are  of  later  origin,  c.  I860, 
and  are  electrotypes.  Variety  104-FF  is  the  New  Haven  restrike  with  narrow  reverse 
rings.  It  is  known  in  gold  (R-8,  2  specimens  located),  silver  (high  R-6),  brass  (R-5) 
and  copper  (R-l).  The  New  Haven  restrikes  are  usually  found  in  Extremely  Fine  or 
Uncirculated  condition  and  were  struck  subsequent  to  the  dies'  discovery  in  1858. 

We  hope  this  listing  of  new  varieties  and  rarity  ratings  will  prove  to  be  of  assis¬ 
tance.

rare  that  their  existence  is  controversial. 
The  1873*S  silver  dollar  is  an  example.  We 
have  heard  persistent  rumors  of  the  discovery 
of  this  piece,  but  have  never  been  able  to 
verify  them.  The  same  comment  for  the 
1873-S  no  arrows  half  dollar,  although  this 
piece  was  reported  in  1929  bv  M  1..  Beistle 
in  his  Register  of  Half  Dollar  Varieties. ’* 

The  most  valuable  Llnited  States  coin  may 
not  necessarily  be  one  that  is  unique.  The 
1873-CC  dime  without  arrows  and  the  1870-S 
three-dollar  gold  piece,  both  unique  (the 
other  1870-S  $3,  supposedly  placed  in  the 
cornerstone  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  has 
never  been  located),  have  both  changed 
hands  at  prices  lower  than  previous  records 
for  the  1822  half  eagle,  of  which  there  are 
three  specimens:  (1)  U.  S.  Mint  collection, 
(2)  Brand  specimen,  now  in  the  Eliasberg 
collection  and  (3)  the  specimen  owned  by 
Amon  Carter  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  the 
W.  F.  Dunham  coin.  An  interesting  article 
about  the  1822  half  eagle  appeared  in  the 
October  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine, 
page  2306. 

If  price  offered  is  any  indication  of  value, 
then  perhaps  the  1849  double  eagle  in  the 
Mint  Collection  ranks  first.  Offers  of  $35,000 
and  S50.000  are  said  to  have  been  refused  for 
this  piece  nearly  fifty  years  ago.
